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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues (a) that the control circuit 44 of 
Nakanishi cannot be directly formed on the rear side of the LCD device, alleging that the drive IC of Nakanishi is not arranged on a rear 
side of the display device; and (b) that the drive IC 70 of Arledge directly contacts the signal lines 66. 

Regarding (a), the claim language does not include "directly formed on the rear side" as a limitation for the drive IC. The limitation states, 
"wherein the drive IC is arranged on the rear side of the display device", which is exactly what Nakanishi discloses (see previous rejection, 
figure 6). Applicant's argument is not persuasive. 

Regarding (b), Applicant alleges that the drive IC 70 of Arledge directly contacts the signal lines 66. However, in Applicant's own invention, 
the signal lines connect to a PCB which connects to the drive IC. Therefore, according to Applicant's flow of arguments, the signal lines of 
Applicant's invention are then directly connected to the drive IC via the PCB. Accordingly, in the invention of Arledge, the signal lines are 
connected through a via 68, which cause the drive IC 70 to be indirectly connected to the signal lines, rather than directly connected (if the 
signal lines were directly in contact with the drive IC). Therefore, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
